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tion in the anatomy of dairy cattle for 
the so-called milk form distinguishing 
them from beef cattle, we must abandon 
the treory. This constitutional 
vigor as the most important criterion in 
selection. I propose in this paper to 
touch on some of the points indicating 
vigor in cattle, and to consider one of 
its sources. 

A wide mouth with strong lips is an 
indication of vigor. On the other hand, 
a narrow mouth with weak lips is an 
indication of the lack of it. A strong 
jaw and a good sized, clean head are

most vigorous cows I ever examined 
had a Roman think she was 
able to produce more butter during a 
single period of lactation, and to con- 
tinue to do so for vears, than any other 
cow I ever saw. A clear, bright eve is 
an indication of vital strength. It does 
not follow that such an eye must be 
large, wild or staring. The eye of a 
dairy cow should be mild and expressive

are evidences of superior milking ca- 
pacity. I do not insist that dairy cattle 
thus built are therefore more vigorous, 
yet, I think, they are equally as vigorous 
as those more snugly built. 

In a healthy, virile cow the vulva will 
not appear shrunken and pale, but full 
outwardly and of a lively pinkish color 
within the lips. These appearances also 
indicate active circulation of the blood. 

The legs shouid be flat and compara- 
tively thin, the hocks clean, not “gummy” 
and not coarse in structure. There is no 
doubt that “swayed legs” are positive 
evidences of constitutional weakness, re- 
sulting from lack of change in the en- 
vironment of the breed in some coun- 
tries. The feet should be broad and the 
hoofs solid. There is little or no doubt 
that “splay feet” are also an indication 
of weakness. The belly should be well 
held up anl the ribs should spring nearly 
horizontal to the chine. A cow with 
such a belly and such ribs, supported by 
a broad and level back, has as much 
room, or more, for food and its painless 
digestion as one with gcthic ribs and 
low-swung belly. There is no doubt 
that she will last longer as a milker, 
and if fed to full capacity of digestion, 
but not forced, she will produce much 
greater records of milk and butter than 
one of opposite structure. 

The quality of vigor in dairy cattle 
is largely developed by changes of loca- 
tion, and by cross breeding, if not too 
violent. The impression prevails quite 
widely that the greater number of years 
a breed is kept in one locality and un- 
der substantially similar conditions, free 
from any admixture of blood from o:her 
breeds, the greater its vigor and capacity 
for production. This is not true. I 
quote from Darwin’s work on the Ori- 
gin of Species a passage that is often 
misunderstood : 
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“It is an old and almost universal be- 
lief founded on a considerable body of 
evidence, which I have elsewhere given, 
that slight changes in the conditions of 
life are beneficial to all living things. 
We see this acted upon by farmers and 
gardners in the frequent exchange of 
seed, tubers, ete., from one soil or cli- 
mate to another and back again.” 

Does not this 
the greater production and hence appar- 


disclose the secret of 
ently greater vigor of Holstein-Friesian 
cows in America than in their native 
land? The Friesian and North Holland 
breeders have never succeeded in mak- 
ing such great records of milk and but- 
ter as our breders in this country have 
produced, both from imported cows and 
from first and second generations of 
their offspring, yet they are very skillful 
in handling their herds, and some of 
them feed their cows to their fullest 
capacities. There is a lurking suspicion 
among them that the great records made 
in America are not true, that there is 
some Yankee trick in weighing the milk 
and in manufacture of the butter that is 
not altogether correct and honest. And 
it is a marvel to them as they learn that 
of the greatest records in this 
country are made under the supervision 
of experiment stations and by cows 
owned by such stations simply for sci-

“Again,” Darwin says, “both with 
plants and animals, there is the clearest 
evidence that a cross between individ- 
uals of the same species, which differ to 
a certain extent, gives vigor and fertility 
to offspring,” adding, lest he be misun- 
derstood, “and that close interbreeding 
continued during several 
between the nearest relations, if these 
be kept under the same conditions of 
life, almost always leads to decreased

The misunderstanding by our breed- 
ers of Darwin’s position has probably 
arisen from a wrong conception of the 
term ‘ It is a difficult term to 
define. In referring to this difficulty, 
Darwin “No one definition has 
satisfied all naturalists; yet every nat-

says: 


uralist knows vaguely what he means 
when he speaks of species. Generally 
the term includes the unknown element 
of a distinct act of creation. The term 
“variety” is almost equally difficult to 
define; but here community of descent 
is almost universally implied, though it 
can rarely be proved.” ‘These statements 
ought to clear our minds of any miscon- 
ception of Darwin’s use of the term 
species. It must include all our dairy 
breeds. 

As an illustration of the value of 
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crossing animals of the same species 
I refer to the English race-horse or so- 
called thoroughbred horse. Sanford 
Howard, an able writer on horses says: 
“It is a breed of comparatively modern 
origin, The best authorities agree 
that the breed is of mixed origin. 
Wyte, in his History of the British 
Turf, says the so-called thoroughbred 
was derived from Turkish, Persian, 
Arab, Barb and Spanish ancestors, with 
more or less of the ancient British blood,

Summary of official Records from 
Jan. 16to Feb. 7, 1906. 


Unitess otherwise mentioned, these 
records are for a period of seven con- 
secutive days. They are made under 


1 


the careful supervision of State Agri- 
cultural Colleges and Experiment Sta- 
tions, and their accuracy is vouched for 
by them; no private records are re- 
ported by the Holstein-Friesian Asso- 
ciation. 

During the period from Jan. 16 to 
eb. 7, 1906, records of 82 cows have 
been accepted. All made seven-day rec- 
ords, four made fourteen-day and two 
made thirty-day records. The averages 
by ages were as follows: 

Twenty-nine full aged cows averaged: 
age, 7 years, 3 months, 1 day; days from 
calving, 27; milk, 467.5 Ibs.; per cent. 
fat, 3.30; fat, 15.695 Ibs. Fourteen four- 
year-olds averaged: age, 4 years, 6 
months, 2 days; days from calving, 26; 
milk, 416.9 Ibs.; per cent. fat, 3.39; fat, 
14.118 Nineteen three-year-olds 
averaged: age, 3 years, 5 moonths, 16 
days from calving, 23; milk, 393.4 
per cent. fat, 3.29; fat, 12.857 lbs.

This herd of 82 animals of all ages pro- 
duced in seven consecutive days, during 
the fifth week from calving, 32,840.4 lbs. 
milk, containing 1,095.867 lbs. butter- 
fat; thus showing an average of 3.34 per 
cent. fat. The average for each animal 
is 400.5 lbs. milk, containing 13.364 Ibs. 
fat; equivalent to 37 quarts of 18 per 
cent. cream or 15.6 lbs. of best creamery 
butter. The daily average is 57.2 Ibs. 
milk; equivalent to 26 quarts or 24% lbs. 
best butter. 

As the dual purpose problem is held 
by most authorities as impossible of so- 
lution, they have taught that we must 
specialize for both milk and beef pro- 
duction, using the dairy breeds for the 
one and the beef breeds for the other; 
and some, either from taking a super- 
ficial view or because of interest in some 
special breed, have taught that the farm- 
er-dairyman must still further specialize 
among the dairy breeds, using that breed 
which is specially adapted to his needs. 

The growing demand for milk for city 
and village consumption and for cheese- 
making has so encroached upon many 
creamery districts as to bring disaster 
to the followers of this advice, whose 
cattle are only suited to butter or cream 
production; but no change of dairy con- 
ditions can affect the user of Holstein- 
Iriesian cattle, since he is prepared to 
furnish either milk, cheese, cream or 
butter, as his market conditions may 
demand. 

If by reason of his ability to get a 
special price for milk containing a spe- 
per cent. of fat, the H.-F. owner 
desires to furnish such milk, this end 
is easily attained by standardizing 
mik. Every farmer dairyiman can 
raise some calves, pigs or chickens to 
advantage, and skim milk is necessary 
for best results with any of these. Ifa 
man owning the above ‘herd wished to 
furnish special customers with a milk 
containing 4 per cent. fat, he would only 
need to run milk through the separator 
ti!l he had about one-seventh as much 
skim milk as there was whole milk to 
start with, mixing the cream again with 
the whole milk, and he would then have 
about six-sevenths as much whole milk 
averaging 4 per cent. fat as he had at 
first, with about one-seventh in = skim 
miik for the calves and pigs. The Hol- 
stein-Friesian breed is an all-round dairy 
‘red, and the owner is never at a loss 
to dispose of its products.

Her best 
day's milk was 99.1 Ibs., containing 3.399 
Ibs. fat, and her best day’s fat was 3.469 
tbs. from 97.6 lbs. milk. Her best milk- 
ing was 383 lbs., which shows that she 
should have been milked four times per 
day, instead of three times. This cow, 
yielding so finely, is simply one cow in 
the herd supplying with milk the North- 
rm ‘Mieligan Asylum for the Insane.
